In 
spite of the limited number of Constables with him, 
Inspector Bubba ltoo attacked iho raiders. A free and 
unrestricted exchange of fire ensued os a rosult of which 
fourteen terrorists were killed and 7 muzzle loading guns 
were seized. The incident took place at about 11-30 a.m. 

Half an hour later, another gang of terrorists was seen 
passing b\ the village. The police party headed by the 
Inspector ' attacked the gang, chased them and finally 
arrested seven of them. The Inspector exhibited gallantry 
in facing with success superior forcefi at grave risk to his 
own life rind that of his men.

Goods to be delivered ov a Gate Pass, — (1) No 
excisable goods shall be delivered from a factory 
for home consumption except under a gate-pass 
in the proper form or in such other form as the 
Collector may in any particular case or claws of 
cases prescribe signed by the owner of the factory 
and countersigned by the proper officer. 


(2) The gate-pass shall be made out in triplicate and 
presented to the proper offioer for counter- 
signature at least one hour before the actual 
removal of the goods from the factory. After 
countersignature, the proper officer shall return 
the original and duplicato copies of the pass to the 
manufacturer retaining the triplicate for 
record. The original copy shall accompany rue , 
consignment to its destination and the duplicate 
retained by tbe manufacturer. 

(8) If all the packages comprising a consignment are 
despatched in one lot at any one time, only one 
gate-pass Rhall be made out in respect of the con- 
signment. If, however, a consignment is split up 
into two or more lots, each of which is despatched 
separately either on the same day or on different 
days, a separate gate-pass shall bo made out in 
respect of each suoh lot In case a consignment 
is loaded on more than one vehicle, vessel, pack 
animal or other means of conveyance which do 
not travel together but separately or at intervals, 
a separate gate-pass shall be made out in respect 
of each vehicle, vessel or pack animal or other 
conveyance. 

(4) Gate-passes shall be serially numbered, the serial 
number running for .the whole year commencing 
from any date and month convenient to .the 
owner. Gate-pass books shall also be serially 
numbered and only one gate-pass book shall be 
used at any one time. 

(5) Any breach of the provisions of this rule shall be 
punishable with a penalty which may extend (o 
one thousand rupees."
